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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Schalls  Salvage  proposed  to  establish  a licensed  wrecking  facility, 
approximately  100'  x 200',  on  ranch  property,  north  of  Arlee, 

Montana  (SE1/4,  SWl/4  Section  35,  T17N,  R20W) . 

Lake  County  officials  reviewed  the  proposal  and  indicated  it  was 
in  accordance  with  local  government  zoning  and  ordinances. 

State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view, 
which  is  a point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road. 

The  proposed  facility  can  be  seen  from  a private  road  to  the  west; 
is  screened  by  trees  and  bushes  to  the  north;  can  be  seen  from  the 
crest  of  a hill  along  a county  road  that  leads  into  the  proposed 
yard,  and  can  also  be  viewed  from  U.S.  Highway  93  to  the  east, 
particularly  during  the  times  of  the  year  when  there  are  no  leaves 
on  deciduous  trees  and  bushes. 

The  proposed  facility  will  need  to  be  screened  on  the  south  and  east 
sides.  The  road  to  the  west  is  private,  and  the  north  exposure  is 
well  screened  by  a mixture  of  deciduous  and  conifer  trees  and  bushes. 

An  existing  building  will  provide  some  concealment  to  the  east, 
but  if  the  applicant  plans  to  use  the  proposed  dimensions  for  the 
yard  or  enlarge  the  area  in  the  future,  some  fencing  will  have  to 
be  done.  The  southern  exposure  might  make  fencing  more  difficult. 

The  county  road  tops  a hill  and  winds  down  to  the  house,  associated 
buildings  and  proposed  wrecking  yard  site.  The  distance  from  the 
crest  to  the  facility  is  from  a quarter  to  half  a mile.  It  appears 
the  proposed  area  can  be  fenced  adequately,  particularly  in  light 
of  the  proposed  dimensions.  However,  if  the  facility  expands  to  the 
south  in  the  future  or  the  initial  fencing  proves  inadequate,  the  state 
will  require  the  owner  to  construct  a secondary  or  "drift"  fence 
through  the  yard  to  screen  vehicles.  No  license  will  be  issued 
until  the  proposed  facility  is  properly  shielded  from  public  view 
in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  Rule  16.14.202  ARM.
